SWEDISH CHARGE HAMMARSKJOLD TOLD AMB BENNETT SWEDISH GOVERN- 
MENT WAS "CASTING ABOUT" AS TO WHAT MIGHT BE DONE TO COPE WITH 
THE SITUATION IN BEIRUT, SPECIFICALLY REPORTS THAT THE 
EVACUATION OF WOUNDED FROM TAL ZAATAR HAD BEEN HALTED BY

REACTION TO EVENTS IN SOWETO - 
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WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE AFRICAN GROUP, AT AUGUST 6 MEETING ON 
CURRENT DISTURBANCES IN SOWETO, DECIDED TO SEND LETTER CON 
DEMNING SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT AND SYSTEM OF APARTHEID 
TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT (JAPAN) AND TO SYG WALDHEIM. 
THERE SEEMS TO BE LITTLE ENTHUSIASM AMONG AFRICANS HERE FOR 
ANOTHER SC MEETING ON SOUTH AFRICA AT THIS TIME, BUT THEY 
WILL BE WATCHING SITUATION CLOSELY AND IF LEVEL OF VIOLENCE 
RISES THE PRESSURE MAY BUILD QUICKLY FOR AN SC DEBATE.

FRG INITIATIVES AT 3 1ST GA - 

FRG AMB VON WECHMAR, IN CALL ON GOV SCRANTON, SOUGHT 
U.S. SUPPORT FOR FRG INITIATIVES ON TERRORISM AND HUMAN 
RIGHTS AT FORTHCOMING GA. HE EXPLAINED THAT FRG FOREIGN MINISTER 
GENSCHER WOULD USE HIS GA GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH TO INTRODUCE 
THESE INITIATIVES. THAT ON TERRORISM WOULD RELATE SPECIFICALLY 
TO HOSTAGES AND THE RESOLUTION WOULD EMPHASIZE THAT RECEIVING 
STATES SHOULD EITHER EXTRADITE OR PROSECUTE KIDNAPPERS OF 
HOSTAGES EXPEDITIOUSLY, AND WOULD PROBABLY INCLUDE AS A
